Faced with such formidable political 
and economic risks, why didn't ABC, 
ihe network of the popular soap opera 
Dynasty, simply quit? Does Brandon 
$toddard, president of ABC Motion 
Fictures, believe The Day After will get 
record ratings, or is the network trying 
to raise public consciousness about the 
reality of nuclear war? 

Brandon Stoddard is a veteran 
ralings-grabber, but he is also the man 
who helped to bring to life the 
ınprecedented Roots series and it was 
he who envisioned the possibility of 
bringing the reality of nuclear war to 
the TV screen. 

The idea came to him about the 
time of the 1980 presidential election. 
He had noticed how effective The 
Tiina Syndrome had been in deepen- 
ing concern about the nuclear power 
issue — and the film made money. He 
wondered whether it would be possible 
t9 make a movie that would make 
viewers think about the even more 
fEightening prospect of nuclear holo- 
CaUSt. 

Stoddard was not naive. He had 
scen The Far Game, the 1965 BBC 
production depicting the impact of 
nuclear war on a small town in 
England. Jt created a furore and was 
hanncd from television because it was 
“too terrifying”. He knew it would be 
hard to portray the blast accurately on 
the screen, and harder to get the 
network's SUPPOIL 

But Stoddard and Stu Samuels, an 
ABC vice-president who backed the 
idea. put out the word that they had 
same development money for a Script.

The unprecedented gravity of the 
crisis in the European Cam- 
munity is the most convincing 
rcason for believing that there 
will be 2 solution, and one that 
meets Britain's particular need.

In .Chicago, the Board of 
Trade is locked in combat with 
the Chicago Mercantile EX- 
change whose. fortuneş have 
been spectacularly restored by 
the associated International 
Monetary Market. . 

But has the process gone t00 
far? As new markets appear in 
the Far East their proponents 
are asking whether the break- 
neck expansion is self-defeating. 
Is the futures and options 
business becoming too clever 
for its own good? ل‎ 

Superficially, the prolifer 
ation of futures trading is a 
healthy sign. It is a logical 
extension of the Eurornarket 
development which dominated 
the 1970s. 

in a sense, the 1980s may be 
seen as the hedge against the 
risks attendaut upon unprotec- 
international 
capital markets. 

Originators of contracts and 
markets will say that they are 
responding to ã real need. 

The doubts arise on two 
scores: one is whether these 
contracls are not too far 
divorced from their ‘underlying 
assets; the other is whether 
competition is not generating 
more contracts and markets 
than the available business can 
support. 

Increasing rivalry may tempt 
exchanges to creale markets in 
effect. The world is full of risks, 
but are we to hédge them all? 

. The Commodity Futures 
Trade Couneil, embarked in 
October last year on a three- 
year experiment in options 
contracts. 

It shares the reservatıons 
expressed in parts of the futures 
world that options are essen- 
tially a speculative vehicle, a 
way into futures trading without 
the need to post margin. As 
such they are potentially highly 
volatile. 

There are also doubts about 
the number of markets. The 
extreme view iş that the volume 
of business and cortnpetition 
wil eventually result ın only 
one market leading in cach time 
zone. 

But an alternative is that the 
regulatory authorities, and the 
exchanges themselves, will call 
a halt to a proliferating expan- 
sion which has left many 
bewildered. 

The Chicago exchanges, for 
example, may compete strongly. 
but they also cooperate equally 
closely on educating people into 
the idea and purpose of futures.
